LEAPS THREE sTORIEs IN EF. 
FORT TO ESCAPE: CONFESS- 
Es ON DEATHBED. 


A burglar was fatally shot by Pa-+ 
trolman B. C. Croft last night when 
he leaped from the third-story win- 
dow of the Ben Hur Apartments, 
337 South Fremont street, in a wild 
dash for freedom his partner 
in the burglary had been taken into 
custody by Patrolmen Croft and J.

Jumping out of their automo- 
bile, they found Schank beneath the 
window, holding a mantel clock 
which his partner had just tossed 
to him. Croft covered him with his 
gun while MeMillan disarmed him 
of a .88-caliber revotver. 

Cuthbertson, who was looting mB 
apartment, heard the commotion 
low and decided to risk all in a mad 
flight for safety. Leaping to the 


ond-story level at the Window, he 
sped across the back yard. Croft 
ordered him to halt and then fired. 
Cuthberteon fell to the ground. The 
wounded burglar was rushed to the 
Receiving Hospital, where it was 
found that the bullet had gone 
through his abdomen, causing fatal 
injuries.
